Fey shot his wife and their .son and 
then 
shot himself sometime during the early hours Df 
this morning. 
Fey was 52. 
He was made minister of public 
safety in 1933 under Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss. 
Then he became vice chancellor. 
In the Nazi revolt! |\/J0 D F R N KITCHEN LAUDED 
of July, 1934, he was held a prisoner in the chan­ 
cellery while Dollfuss. wounded by Nazis, bled to 
death. 
Then he became minister of public security and 
interior. 
He passed out of the political picture, 
however, under the Kurt Schuschnigg regime. 
He 
was dismissed in a cabinet shake-up in October, 
1935, and a year later was ousted as a leader of 
the semi-Fascist, anti-Nazi Heimwehr organization.

may be years in recovering, ac­ 
cording to Louis H. Bean, econo­ 
mist of the Departm ent of A gri­ 
culture. 
“More than a third of the recov­ 
ery in the purchasing power of 
farm products between 1932 and 
1937 has been lost through the 
recent decline in farm prices,” 
Bean said. 
“No substantial up­ 
trend is In sight.” 
The failure of farm ers’ costs of 
production and living to decline 
proportionately with the current 
reduction in income has m aterially 
reduced farm ers’ ability to pur­ 
chase industrial products,” Bean 
said. 
Urban Situation Better 
City wage earners are relatively 
better off than farm ers, compared 
with either 1914 or 1929, Bean 
said. 
Farm prices are 30 percent 
lower and farm costs IO percent 
below 1929, he said. 
Farm wages 
are 26 percent below 1929 and city 
wages 7 percent above, Bean said. 
Farm prices are slightly below 
the pre-war level, after having av­ 
eraged about 25 percent above 
during the 1936-37 season. Prices 
paid for goods and services farm ­ 
ers buy, however, are about 20 per 
cent above pre-war, Bean said. 
Farm wages are 22 percent and 
city wage rates 140 percent above 
pre-war, he said. Farm taxes are 
73 percent, m ortgage interests 42 
percent above, and freight rates 
35 to 38 percent above pre-war, 
he said. 
Lowered Demand Experted 
“The agricultural outlook for 
1938 is for a lower level of domes­ 
tic demand than for 1937, a lower 
level of prices, a lower value of 
agricultural exports, only a mod­ 
erately lower level of costs, and, 
therefore, a smaller gross income 
and smaller income available for 
m aintaining farm living stand­ 
ards,” Bean said. 
In view of the shrinkage in the 
purchasing power of consumers 
and 
in 
industrial 
activity, 
the 
farm er’s share of the consumer’s 
dollar will be lower in 1938 than 
in 1937. 
The decline from the 
1935-^7 level is not, however, ex­ 
pected to be as great as that 
which occurred from 1918-19 or

DENVER, 
March 16 (U P) — 
Colorado tax officials a rr p rep ar­ 
ing a bunch of little surprise pack­ 
ages for such notables as Nelson 
Eddy, singing screen star, and Joe 
Louis, world’s heavyweight boxing 
champ. 
The surprise packages, which 
will he mailed late this month, will 
contain Colorado state income tax 
blanks. 
Enclosed with the blanks 
will be a polite note asking the 
celebrities to remit tax paym ents 
on money they received for a p ­ 
pearances in Colorado since the 
new tax law went into effect last 
July I. 
Among famous artists who will 
receive the “please rem it” notices 
are 
Gladys

Kirsten 
Flagstad, Josef Hofman and Sas- 
cha Gorodnitzki. 
Bad news from 
Colorado 
also 
will be sent by the tax agents to 
Paul Whiteman, whose orchestra 
played in the city auditorium re­ 
cently, and to Ray Kayser, Herbie 
Kav and other band leaders who 
delighted Summer dancing crowds.

brakes are automatically applied. 
The brakes remain on until the 
driver acknowledges the signal by 
lifting a small handle on the a p ­ 
paratus in his cab.

The building pro g ram , however, 
is not to be lim ited only to cargo 
boats. Italy, which b as built up one 
of th f finest fleets of passenger 
liners 
since 
the 
w ar. 
has 
a n ­ 
nounced a second p ro g ra m which 
Is to com plem ent the fre ig h t one. 
It calls for the construction of 44 
passenger and mail ships for a 
total of 250.000 tons. 
Tt will cost 
ap p roxim ately $75,000,000. 
Nine ships will be built for the 
Italia Line for a to tal of 86.000 
tons, 13 fo r the Lloyd T riestina 
Line for a total tonnage of 82.000. 
37 for the T irennia Line for 43,000 
tons and 5 for the A driatic* Line 
for 39,000 tons. 
In addition the 
Rom s and A ugustus will be tr a n s ­ 
formed. 
New Liners Planned
